CONDUCT OF THE AGENTS,

We Lave investigated some of the charges mude
agmmst agents of the Bureay, and in pursung onr
Iguines on tios point conunenced with the  Adist-
put Conm ssioner of the state, Cotonel E. Whiitie.
sey ., to whom wo addressed the interrogatory: —*'Do
you know of any person m the mubtary service now
on duty with the Frecdmen's Bureau in this ¢epart.
ment who is or has beenJainee «niering upon the
wuties of his oflice, engnyied or interestod, either di-
teetly or indirectly, i che coltivation of any lands
within the department ' He answored, “No,»

Subsequenty he addressed us o note, in whieh ho
stuted that. in order 1o nesist the planters 1o hiring
frecomon spd iryme fnirly the expenment ot frec
iebor, he and some other officors of the Burosu had
lowzed® money, and thos indirectiy had nnnterest
i eultivating farms,  On recciving this note we ad-
aressed Colonel Whntilesey further mterrogations,
1o which he jeplied i 4 commumecation. diselosing
the jaet that ho is nterested 88 un equal pariner with
the hev. borgee Jumes, of Muasspoliusetis, formorly
Captam nid Actmg Quartermastéy 0f the Froed-
mwen's Lureau, and wih Mr, Winthr'ép Tappsi, of
Maine, 1n the cultivation of a large farm in f‘llt
conunty, N, C,

He also stuted thervin that Captain F. A, Soeley,
Superintendent of the Buredu lor the Eastern O
ety N O, Qs intercsted in tne ealtivation ot g plan-
tation in Wayne county, N, C,, with a Mr Potter,
and that Captain Isaac Rosekranz, Commizgary of
Bubsistence, is ntercsted with & Mr. Brooks iu the
cultivation of 8 plantanon in Pitt conutr, N, C.

From Raleigh we proceeded to Salisbnry, where
we found Major Clinton A JCiliey, Supengtondent in
the Buresn, baving charge of e Woslern Distriet,
vianbraoing fifty-one conntios of {he State. Tlis efii-
clent and competent officer has mdministered the

trehog and harmouy prevailed between the wiites
and blacks throughout the district

EVIL: OF THE BYSTEM,

Without sttemniing ‘o discuss the propriety of
Gfficers of the Burean e the malitary serviee of the
Lufted stnteés, who are pasd by the Governwent tor
the perfonmanee of wedr dutics, engaging 1o private
vusiness, and cmployving freedmen for such purs
poses while controliing. through thelr oflicial posi-
uous, thit cluss of labor, we deem 1t our daty to
pinte some of the effvots produesd, both upon the
officers themselves and upon the planiers with wbom
they comein compein 100, by such conduet, Major
Wickersham, i contructing to luinish torey Iabor-
orsto work a rlov plantation, becomes st onoe yutop-
onted against the lnboreos, whom b gompels to labor,
perusps vnjusily, when uofairly dealt with by the
person working them an the plantation; and on thoir 4
refasing to work. ho inflicts upon them uniaw!ial,
and, #or u breach or contract, unheavd-of punish-
meuts, putting them on chain-gangs, na 1! thoy were
convieted criminns,  Colonel Whittlesev, or any
ottier oficer ol less rank and influence in the Ba-
resy. who are cngac-d tn working plantations
rentod 1or cash or on shares, becomes interestsd in
scouring a low rate of wages, and iv making the
most stnogent labor vernlations, to the groat detr-
ment of the freedwen, They thereby pive the sano
fien of the Governmout (0 the estab ishment of
wagos oy bolow what the lubor s really worth

Ofieers ol the Quartirmaster's pud Comimissary
Departments who are thus eneagod nre subjeetad to
the tempianon of appropriating to thelr own use
QUArtermasier's sloies and mtions to supply and pay
thelr own laborers, Complaints bhave been made 10
me by the planters that these agents o1 the Bureau
use the power of their positions to obtmn and con-
1rol the best laoor i the State  There w no doubt
that same of the (il fee mg manifosted towards toe
Furesu on the part of the pluaters is attributable to
this taot.

ARRBITRANLY POWED OF THE ROREAU,
